The jury found that the will and codicil of 
February, 1927, were duly executed, but that 
the testatrix was not of sound mind, memory 
and understanding at the time that they. 
were executed, and that she did not know 


4. and approve their contents, and that both 


were obtained ‘by the undue influence of the 
plaintiff and Miss Marie Ryan; that the will 
of 1926 was duly executed, but that the 
testatrix at the time was not of sound mind, 
memory and understanding, and did not 
know and approve its contents; and that 
the will of the 21st July, 1920, was duly 
executed, and that at the: time of its execu- 
tion the testatrix was of sound mind, memory 
and understanding, and knew and approved 
its contents. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan admitted the will of 
2ist July, 1920, to probate. He allowed the 
executors, Thomas King Moylan and Miss 
Christine Hayden (now Mrs. Gorman), 
executors’ costs, to be paid by Mr. Dowling;

THE WIFE’S . CASE, 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA AND A JURY) 


The hearing was resumed of the consoli- 
dated actions in which James Edward Behan, 
of 60 Grove Park, Rathmines, petitioned fur 
a divorce from his wife, Olive Norman 
Behan, on the ground of alleged adultery 
and cruelty; and in which Mrs. Behan peti- 
tioned for a divorce from her husband on the 
grounds of alleged cruelty. Each denied the 
allegations of the other. 

Only those directly concerned in the hear- 
ing of the case were admitted to the court 
during Mrs. Behan’s evidencé. 

Mr, JeHett, K.C.; Mr. Hughes, K.C., and 
Mr, Cherry (instructed. by Mr.. W. J.. Keery) 
were for Áir. Behan; and Mr. Wood, K.C.; 
Mr. Fitzgerald, K.C., and Mr. McGuckin (in- 
structed by Messrs. Roger Greene and Sons) 
for Mrs. Behan. 

The examination of Mrs. Behan was re- 
sumed by Mr. Wood, and, being questioned 
as to her holida riods with her children in 
Killoughter and® kiteoole in 1925 and 1926, 
shé denied allegations made as to her 
behaviour on occasions -during these periods. 

With regard to her charges of acts of 
violence against her husband, Mrs. Behan 
saill that it was always happening at night, 
his coming in and beating her. 

Mr. Justice Hanna inquired about the beat- 
ings, and asked where did her husband strike 
her. 

Witness replied that he generally strack 
her with his closed hands on the face and 
arms. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—What was his attitude 
towards the.children?—I never saw him 
striking the children, but he was always very 
rude in his expressions to them. 

His acts of violence were confined to ‘your- 
self ’—Yes. 

‘The witness was then asked about matters 
leading up to her husband's committal to 
Grangegorman . Mental Hospital and the 
coming on the scene of Mr. Moynihan, of the 
C.I.D., and she said that she was always 
getting beaten. Her.husband was always 
catching her round the neck and striking her 
on the arms. She was simply horrified by 
the charges that he made against her; his 
language was scandalous, and he threatened 
to kill her. ' : 

Mr. Justice Hanna—What was the object 
of swearing’ the deposition;, what was the 
purpose of it—was it for your own protection 
or what?—My ‘own -‘protection .and my 
children. 

It is stated that these proceedings were 
taken out of revenge or for some improper 
motive. Will you explain why you took the 
proceedings and why you. thought it neces- 
sary’—I could not have let it go on any 
longer. 

What do you say about your husband’s drink- 
ing habits within a reasonable period before 
August last; whether he was a man given 
to drink and how much he was given to 
drink’—He was drunk every night. 

During what period would that apply!— 
For the last three or four years. 

Mr. Jellett commenced his cross-examina- 
tion by asking— 

Your counsel described you as a faithful 
and devoted wife. Is that trué?—It is not for: 
me to say. : 

Is it true?—I “was a faithful wife 

When did you cease to be a faithful wife?— 
I have not ceased. . 

Then you are a faithful wife?—I am, 

And a deyoted wife—is that true’—It is 
true. 

Counsel then, in connection with Mrs. 
Behan’s charges of drunkenness against her 
husband, put to her a document in which 
he was described as “ temperate,’’ and asked 


her if the signature to that document was 


hers, and ghe replied that it was. 

Various matters were then put to the wit- 
ness in. relation to incidents alleged against 
her, and she repeated her denials. 

Some witnesses from Kilcool, where Mrs. 
Behan stayed on holidays, were examined, 
and one of them denied that he made a 
certain statement amout Mrs. Behan which 
he was alleged by the other side to have 
made. 

The further hearing was adjourned until 
to-day.

Arthur May, Emmet road, Inchicore, and 
Michael Murray, Synnott place, each aged 
about 21 and of no occupation, were charged 
in custody with stealing a motor car, the 
igus of Mr. C. J. Malley, from outside 
is residence at Pembroke Park, where it 
was left last Saturday night.

Guard Kavanagh (41 C) stated that while 
on duty in Talbot street on Sunday morning 
he noticed a car with two men in it coming 
from Amiens street. _ Being suspicious, he 
went out on the roadway and signalled to 
them to. stop. The driver, the prisoner 
Murray, swerved and continued along Talbot 
street. The witness got on a tramcar and 
went in pursuit.

The action had been brought to recover 
£300 damages for loss alleged to have been 
suffered by the plaintiffs during the past six 
years by the defendants polluting a stream 
adjoining the lands by permitting noxious 
and deleterious matter to flow from’ their 
creamery into the stream. The plaintiffs’ case 
was that 45.of their cattle died within the 
period mentioned as the result of drinking 
polluted water in the stream. 

The defendants, it appeared, admitted the 

pollution of the stream, and sought to 
establish a prescriptive right to pollute it; 
but they denied that the death of the cattle 
was due to lution of which the 
plaintiffs’ complained. ' 

The Circuit Judge held that the plaintiffs 
had not proved their case. Mr. Justice 
Sullivan, with whom Mr. Justice O’Byrne 
concurred, was of opinion that the Circuit 
Judge was right in holding that the plaintiffs 
failed to prove that the cattle died as the result 
of drinking from. the stream; but he thought 
that the defendants failed to establish a 
prescriptive right to pollute the stream. He 
was of opinion that the correct inference to 
be drawn from the evidence was that, though 
the stream was, in fact, polluted by the 
defendants and their predecessors for twenty 
years before the action was brought, the 
plaintiffs refrained from taking legal proceed: 
ings to restrain such pollution, relying on 
the representation made by the defendants’ 
manager that the defendants would take the 
necessary measures to remedy the nuisance 
<a furnishing a cesspool. He was of opinion 
that the defendants’ users of the stream was 
not enjoyed as a right, and that a prescrip- 
tive right was not, therefore, acquired. 

The plainfifis were, therefore, entitled to 
recover damages for the nuisance complained 
of, though such damages could not include 
the value of the cattle. He was satisfied that

Election processes and electioneering 

methods developed in the United States, 
together with the unique power and 
prominence of the office of President, help 
to focus world attention in every fourth 
year on a few men who are believed to be 
candidates for the Presidential chair. 
. A sporting interest always is attached 
to the contest by reason of its peculiar un- 
certainty. The numerical state of the 
chief political parties is no surer guide 
than the relative eminence of the candi- 
dates. Frequently the strongest man’s 
very force of character has been his un- 
doing: in certain circumstances, a cipher 
has been preferred. Mr. Midgley, who is 
New York Correspondent of the London 
Daily News, names nine men who must 
be taken into account “in a reckoning of 
the possibilities; but when November 
comes the man placed in occupation of 
White House may be one not mentioned 
here. Still, our zest in following the play 
of personalities and parties in the coming 
struggle will be heightened by the facts 
and impressions here conveyed. 


A MAN OF MYSTERY. 


The present President may stand 
again. “Mr. Coolidge has said twice 
he will not run, but it will be seen that 
there is nothing to prevent his name being 
introduced and a call made for him which 
would be irresistible."’ How may the 
chances be gauged? Despite the promi- 
nence of his office, and the constant glare 
of publicity to which he has been exposed, 
little that is essential is known of him. 
Mr. Midgley, whose business it has been 
to watch him closely, writes of the mystery 
of Calvin Coolidge, ‘‘a mystery as com- 
plete to his fellow-countrymen to-day as 
it was the day he emerged from the decent 
obscurity of Massachusetts.” The figure 
that Mr: Midgley draws of him is utterly 
unheroic; but, he ‘implies, it is an un- 
heroic figure that America wants. It 
dreads any disturbance of its steady 
“business.” One of the few. things that 
Mr. Coolidge is remembered to have said 
is that “ the business of the United States 
is business.” His re-election is quite a 
possibility. 

“ If the Republican Party puts forward 
its best candidate from the two points of 
view of quality and of popular appeal, 
Mr. Hoover will be the man. If the 
Democratic Party puts forward its best 
candidate from the same two points of 
view Al. Smith will be its candidate, and 
the duel will be between the descendant of 
French Huguenots, flying to the new 
world for religious freedom, identifying 
themselves and their descendants with the 
pioneering movements of the West, and 
the descendant of Irish peasants, seeking 
in the new world ‘political and economic 
freedom, identified with that unique 
metropolis, New York, and steeped in 
that particular kind of politics for which 
the Irish in America are _ specially 
responsible, The two men will tend to 
draw each other into the fray.”” Mr. 
Midgley’s story of Herbert Hoover’s life 
makes the best chapter in the book. It 
has little connection with the sordid 
political calculations taken into account 
in regard to most of the other “possibics”’ 
sketched by the author. The boor 18 worth 
getting if for nothing else but the recital 
it contains of Mr. Hoover’s romantic 
career. 


DEMOCRAT LEADER. 


Opposite in every way to Mr. Hoover, 
Al. Smith “has devoted his adult life to 
politics and administration, and at the 
job he is th® most efficient man in the 
United States to-day.’’ His personal 
strength is indicated by the fact that with 
such handicaps as his Roman Catholicism 
and his Tammany backing he can be con- 
sidered as a strong Presidential candi- 
date. ‘‘ No other man with such disad- 
vant would be given a moment’s 
thought.” It is significant that he can 
be called nothing else than Al. Smith. 
One may try to say Mr. Smith or Governor 
Smith, but, Mr. Midgley tells us, the 
more familiar term. creeps back. ~ He has 
many admirable qualities, and at the 
conclusion of a chapter more enthusiastic 
in praise of its subject than any of the 
others in the book Mr. ‘lidgley writes :— 
"“ Excluding Wilson, he would be the best 
President since Roosevelt, and perhaps 
prove more capable of ‘realising his ideals 
than either.” 

From the sketch of General Dawes it is 
to be gathered that, although his force of 
character js sure to make him prominent 
in the jostlings for position, and will con- 
tinue to make him a big figure in public 
life, it will also cause him to be dis- 
trusted and discarded by the party 
managers. He is wilful and wayward. 
“They might, as they did once before, 
decide that his showy qualities would 
bring them necessary votes; but so long 
as they can keep him as a campaigner 
they are not likely to welcome him as a 
leader.’” 


REPUBLICAN CHIEFS. 


‘Mr. Lowden’s appéal to the country is 
as the representative of the farming 
classes of the Middle West. Moreover, he 
has been promised, and is receiving, the 
active support of his friend, General 
Dawes, who has declared that he is not 
himself running for the Presidency. Mr. 
Lowden is sixty-six years of age. He is a 
party man, and ‘‘if he became President 
he would be a party President in the way 
that President Coolidge is a party Presi- 
dent.’"’ Such men often are preferred 
above men of greater intellect and wider 
reputation. 

Senator Borah is a prominent member 


--of the Republican Party, but hardly a 


party man. His position is compared 
with that of Lord Grey of Fallodon in 
English public life. ‘‘ He has come to 
regard himself now... . . as the free- 
lance representative of the moral voice of 
America.” There is no apparent reason 
why his nomination should be expected. 

Senator Curtis, a full-blooded Red 
Indian, made his mark in politics first as 
a useful party man and later as the leader 
of the majority party in the Senate. He 
has been a great success in the Senate, 
which, during his leadership, has ‘acquired 
a power in administration exceeding that 
of the: President. “It seems probable 
that the Senate loves Senator Curtis as 
its leader far too much to give him up 
as President of the United States and ihe 
world.” Senator , & Democrat, v ho 
has in him “the brooding blood >t 
‘Ulster,”” is a ‘‘ wet,” and a favourite 
with certain strong Territorial elements. 
‘He is stimulated. by “ig. “ His 
party are praying that no spark oí opposi- 
tion wil] ame that flery and restless 
spirit this year with a determination to 
run for President at all costs; merely to 
show that he cannot be thwarted in any- 
thing.” !

Brighter Belfast. 


Belfast last week after an 
absence of over twelve months, writes a 
correspondent; I found the city much 
brighter and cleaner looking than when I 
last saw it. As in Dublin, ’buses seem to 
be in pretty strong competition with the 
‘raruways and local railway) services, and 
there also appeared to be a great number 
of ’buses engaged in long distance services 

A curious feature about street trading 
in the Northern capital is that it seemed 
to be extlusively engaged im by young 
men. In Royal avenue all the flower 
sellers were young fellows who had their 
baskets of blooms very neatly and taste- 
fully arranged, and they found ready sale 
for their wares with the women who were 
returning from’ shopping. 

In other streets I found other young 
men selling bananas, tomatoes, oranges, 
etc., from barrows which they kept mov- 
ing slowly along. Each barrow seemed 
to be exclusively confined to one kind of 
fruit, which, I might say, looked to be 
of better quality and cheaper than that 
which one sees on the Dublin street 
barrows. 


Is Motoring on the Decline ? 

‘fhe question is prompted by some 
figures contained in the annual report of 
that excellent body, the “Safety First 
Association. It shows that while both 
vehicles and driving licences continue to 
increase, the rate of increase is slowing 
down. In 1925 the number of vehicles 
was 210,844 more than in the preceding 
year, whereas the increase last year was 
only 170,468. It is a curious fact that the 
number of motors tends to coincide almost 
exactly with the number of persons who 
have incomes of £400 a year and apwards, 
but, perhaps, Mr. Churchill’s Budget pro- 
posals may tend to decrease both. 


“he Swans’ Retreat. 


A Wexford correspondent tells me that 
hundreds of swans have made their per- 
manent home in the channels which drain 
the sloblands reclaimed from Wexford 
Harbour by the Redmond family. 

To see these beautiful birds gliding over

Major Fitzmaurice, writes a corfespon- 
dent, bears a name which is ostensibly 
Norman. But, as with FitzPatrick, a 
corruption of MacGiolla Phadraig, the 
prefix “‘ Fitz’’ in an Irish name does not 
necessarily imply a Norman origin. 

MacMuirghis, an ancient Irish name, 
now generally anglicised MacMorris or 
Morris, in many instances has become 
‘Fitzmaurice. If it is to this native Irish 
source that Major Fitzmaurice owes his 
ancestry, then his name bears a peculiar 
significance in regard to his great Atlantic 
adventure ; for the Irish Muirgheas, from 
which the name is derived, means “‘ sea- 
choice.” | 


An Trish Centurion. 


It is also worthy of note that the name 
of that other distifguished, but less 
fortunate, airman, the late Lieutenant 
Kincaid, stamped ‘its owner as of unmis- 
takable Irish origin. 

** Ceann-cad,’’ in the time of Fionn and 
the Fianna, was the equivalent of the 
Roman ‘‘centurion.’’ Literally it means 
““the head of a hundred,” and it is from 
this title that the modern name Kincaid 
is derived. 

This is an advantage which Irish names 
have over most others. With very few 
exceptions they are translatable, and in 
translation are often full of interest. 


Leap Year Privilege. 


Though bachelors now may say it is 
rather a belated reminder for them, they 
had particular reasons this year for rejoic- 
ing in the death of an old custom directed 
against their continuing to live in single 
bliss. 

It is exactly seven centuries sinte the 
‘leap year privilége ” of the ladies was 
given legal sanction by an Act of the 
Scottish Parliament, which ordained that 
““during the reign of Her Blessed Majesty 
Margaret every maiden lady of both high 
atid low degree shall have.liberty to speak 
to the man she likes.

Old Coaching Days. 


The long lines of ’buses which leave the 
vicinity of O’Connel# Bridge about 6 
o’clock each evening for distant parts of 
the country must in many ways recall the 
good old coaching days of a century ago. 
Before the introduction of mail coaches, 
a letter took five or 4ix days to reach Cork 
from Dublin, owing to the state of the 
roads; and for the same reason a personal 
journey to Cork was considered more diffi- 
cult than a voyage to America. The mail 
coaches speedily changed all that, 

The departure of the mail coaches every 
evening at 6 o'clock to different parts of 
Ireland from the Dublin G.P.O. must 
have been an interesting sight. They were 
destined for Belfast, Cork, Limerick, 
Derry, Enniskillen, Galway and Sligo, 
Waterford and Wexford; and a hundred 
years ago letters were being delivered 
daily to six hundred Irish towns. The 
nightly departure of the coaches attracted 
a crowd of onlookers, and “the sound of 
the horns, the prancing of the horses, the 
last adieux of friends, formed altogether a 
very interesting and animated scene.’’ We 
well believe it. 


T ax-barred Tourists. 


My notes yesterday about the taxation 
difficulties encountered by ‘‘ Motorways ”’ 
in their efforts to bring American tourists 
to the Free State has drawn a caustic, if 
sympathetic, comment from a friend who 
owns an important hotel not very far 
from Dublin. ““ What is the use,” he 
asks, ' in protesting against regulations 
which may keep out a few hundred Eng- 
lish and American tourists who want to 
travel on Free State roads, while tens of 
thousands of Northern Ireland tourists 
and their visitors are ‘ tax-barred’ by the 
same regulations? 

“Several weeks ago I made arrange- 
ments with the Belfast Omnibus Company 
to bring large parties of visitors to Dublin 
and other resorts in the South. Now I 
have a letter from them, in which they 
say: ‘ With reference to our recent corre- 
spondence with regard to tourists from 
Belfast to the Free State, we regret to 
have to inform you that, owing to the 
very heavy penalties imposed by the Free 
State authorities on North of Ireland 
tourist companies, we have been com- 
pelled to curtail our programme, and in 
order to comply with the regulations of 
the Free State, we shall only be able to 
send tourists there for short tours, as we 
are compelled to leave the Free State 
within 48 hours of entry.’ 

“ H is bad enough, in all conscience, to 
keep out American visitors; but it is 
surely madness to forbid our own kith 
and kin from Northern Ireland to come 
down and enjoy our scenery and spend 
their money among us.” 

I need hardly say that I sympathise 
with my irate friend, but the true remedy 
is obviously to get rid of all regulations 
which so seriously hamper the work of 
our Tourist Associations.

St. Mark’s Eve still continues in several 
North British towns to be associated with 
strange superstitions beliefs, which have 
their co-relatives with ideas peculiar to 
natives of islands in the Indian and 
Pacific Oceans.

The Talmud gives 
infallible directions for detecting the 
presence of evil spirits who attack men in 
the night—viz., to strew fine ashes by the 
bedside, and in the morning there shall 
be seen, “ as it were, the marks of cocks’ 
feet.’’

Camping Out.

Irish Bamboo. 


When visiting Sir Nugent Everard’s 
place in County Meath some time ago, I 
was shown tall bamboo plants growing 
luxuriantly. I was surprised to learn 
that this useful wood can be grown on 
trish soil, Although lacking the hardness 
and resiliency of the ordinary cane, Irish 
bainboo makes useful rods for gardening 
purposes. 

I wonder whether the somewhat soft 
Irish bamboo would serve the purposes 
of paper-making. I learn from Figaro 
that a North American engineer has 
invented a means of making from bamboo 
an excellent paper, less easily torn than 
paper made from ordinary weod pulp. 

He proposes that the Uni States 
should set down bamboo plantations in 
Porto Rico and Panama. The cane 
grows with great rapidity, reaching a 
height of ten metres in three years, and 
half of its substance is solid fibre. It is 
claimed that a ton of fibre suitable for 
paper-making could be grown on three 
hundred square yards.

O WING ‘to the fact that tombs, death 

and the underworld figured so 
largely in tology, it comes as a sur- 
prise to find that the ancient Egyptians 
were, in reality, a light-hearted people. 
Exceedingly fond of looking upon the 
wine when it was red, they also cultivated 
dancing—and, indeed, buffoonery—in and 
out of season. The great desses of 
Pleasure, Hathor and Bast, were wor- 
shipped in the dance. Hathor was the 
Egyptian equivalent of Venus, the god- 
dess of love; and Bast was the Cat-god- 
dess, whose festival took place at Bubastis, 
and a feast of merriment and frivolity it 
must have been. 

The Egyptian, however, did not, so far 
as one can gather, indulge in the disgrace- 
ful orgies of later nations. They certainly 
drank to excess, and thoughtless members 
of society regarded it as a very good joke, 
and drinking is frequently portrayed in 
the tombs. In one tomb at El Kah a 
woman is depicted as demanding 
vociferously, “Give me eighteen ri 8 of 
wine, for I should love to drink to 
drunkenness.

MUSIC, FLOWERS AND COLOURS. 


The ancient Egyptian was passionately 
fond of music, but it was not the 
monotonous twanging of drums to be met 
with in other countries. The musicians 
were scientifically trained, and made ex- 
cellent music. A variety of instruments 
is found in the tombs; one alone, a harp, 
possessed twenty-two strings. Some of 
their love-songs are charming, especially 
one that is supposed to be sung g 
peasant girl who is at work snaring wild 


duck in the marshes :— 
“The wild duck scatter far, and now 
Again they light upon the bough 
And cry unto their kind. 
Anon they gather on the mere; 
But yet unharmed [I leave them there; 
For love hath filled my mind.” — 
Here is a man’s impression of his lady- 
love :— 
“A damsel 
A maid of whom no like there is: 
Black are her tresses as the night, — 
And blacker than the blackberries.’ 


This wonderful race were excessively 
fond of flowers and colours; the houses of 
the rich were painted, the femine gar- 
ments were gaudy; the men, too, wore 
many-hued clothes. 


THEIR RELIGION: 


The Egyptians’ religion beiore the 
Ptolemaic era did not suggest that the 
only way to purify the spirit was to 
thortify the flesh. They considered an 
appeal to the senses and emotions a per- 
fectly legitimate method of reaching the 
soul. Ceremonial display in their religious 
rites was a passion of theirs. ‘Their 
immense temples were brilliantly painted. 
Dancing was conducted in honour of the 
gods, and music and rhythmic motion 
played a large part in the temple feasts. 
Asceticism did not come into their 
religion until Ptolemaic and Roman 
times. . Celibacy was not practised, and 
the Egyptian priest had his wife and 
family, his houses and servants, and his 
sports and pleasures. 

Indeed, the priests appeared to be fond 
of the vanities of this world, as the follow- 
ing quotation shows :—“ One may take as 
a typical example the costume of a certain 

riest who lived at the end of the Dynasty. 

VIII. An elaborate wig covers his head, 
a richly ornamented necklace surrounds his 
neck; the upper part of his body is 
clothed in a tunic of gauze-limen, as a 
skirt there is swathed round him the most 
delicately coloured fine linen, one end of 
which is brought up and thrown grace- 
fully over his arm. Decorated sandals 
cover his feet; and in his hand he carries 
a jewelled wand surmounted by feathers.’’ 

hey called their children gay and 
pretty names, such as “Eyes of love,” 
“Gold - and - lapis-lazuli,’’ and “ Cool- 
breeze’’; and the entire nation was fond 
of frivolous and quaint fairy-tales. 


LOVE OF LIFE. 


Hunting was-a pleasure of theirs, and 
they indulged in it frequently ; also bull- 
fighting, boxing, wrestling, fencing, and 
the milder amusements—chess, draughts, 
and fishing in artificial ponds. To quote 
Mr. Arthur Weigall, “ life was a thing of 
such delight to the Fgyptian that he 
shrank equally from losing it himself and 
from-taking it from another. In spite of 
the many wars of the Egyptians, there was 
less unnecessary bloodshed in the Nile 
Valley than in any other country which 
called itself civilised. Death was as 
terrible to them as it was inevitable.’’ 

This freely explains why the Egyptian 


sweet unto the sight, 


portrayed so much of his life in tombs, 


and why he had miniature reproductions 
of his furniture, his food, his pleasures 
placed near his body in order that he 
might carry with him to the Underworld 
the trappings of his earthly existence. It 
is the glory of life and not the horror of 
death that is the leit motif of the tomb 
inscripti is. 

Yet they faced death with rare courage. 
It was written of a certain Pharoah: “Hé 
goes to heaven like the hawks, and his 
feathers are those of the geese. He 
rushed at heaven like the crane; he kisses 
heaven like the falcon; he leaps to heaven 
like the locust.”’

ROYAL IRISH ACADEMY. 


THE OFFICE OF SECRETARY OF 
STATE. 


At a meeting of the Royal Irish Academy, 
which was held yesterday in Academy House, 
Dawson street, Dublin, Professor R. A. $. 
Macalister presided, and a paper was read by 
Mr. Herbert Wood, B.A., on “ The Office of 
Secretary of State or King’s Secretary. 
Although of long standing, this office did 
not. come into prominence till the reign of 
Henry VIII, Mr. Woods said, when he ap- 
NA “so two secretaries instead of one in Eng- 
and in 1540. Queen Elizabeth, soon after her 
accession, considering that there should be a 
Secretary of State for Ireland, chose John 
Challoner for the post in 1560. The duties 
attached to the post were important, as they 
included regular correspondence with the 
Crown through the Secretary of State in Eng- 
land and the direction of the Privy Council 
in Ireland, with other powers, such as that 
of committing for treason and seditious libels, 
and ordering the Postmaster-General to open 


letters. 
A SINECURE. | 

The holders of the office comprised men like 
Sir Geoffrey Fenton, Sir Paul Davis, Lor 
Lanesborough, Lord Mountnorris, Philip 
Tisdal and Hel¥ Hutchinson. In the eigh- 
teenth century, however, the office had become 
a sinecure, and entailed no duties but those 
attaching to the Signet. The pay was not 
very much, and was eked out by the posses- 
sion of other offices; but later holders, such 
as Hely Hutchinson, received £1,500 a year, 
besides what he got out, of the Signet. The 
office came to an end in 1802, when Abbot, 
who held it, became Speaker of the House of 
Commons, and no other appointment was 
made, such duties as still attached to the 
office being transferred to the Home Office. 

In 1829, on the death of Abbot, the keeper- 
ship of the Privy Seal became attached to the 
office of Chief Secretary, and so continued 
until 1884, when it ceased to be necessary for 
any instrument to pass under that seal. 


| A DISTINCTION. 

Distinction, the lecturer added, must be 
made between the Secretary of State and the 
Chief Secretary. The former office was granted 
by letters patent, and the holder of itr was 
pi on the Civit List, the latter was in the 
gift of the Lord Lieutenant (at least until the 
end of the eighteenth century), and the holder 
was remunerated by fees received in his office, 
while the sole notification of his appointment 
was a notice in the Gazette.

DELAY AND EXPENSE.

SIGNS OF THE TIMES. 


As an instance of adverse comment and 
changing opinion, one could not do better 
than quote the words of the Rev. H. B. 
Henderson, a Protestant clergyman, at a 
meeting in Toberleigh, County Antrim, 
last week. Dealing with the Prime 
Minister’s famous Newry speech, in which 
he said that there would be no more far- 
reaching temperance legislation during his 
term of office, Mr. Henderson went on to 
say that Lord Craigavon had ‘threatened 
to resign if the people pressed for a 
measure of local option. Viscount Craig- 
avon was not the only man in Northern 
Ireland to fill the position of Prime 
Minister, and, if he resigned, there would 
be another to take his place, perhaps as 
good, if not better. This statement is 
reported to have been received with 
applause, as well as the remark that, while 
praise was due to the Premier for all that 
he had done—and he had, undoubtedly, 
done his best—he had been amply rewarded 
for his labours. 

A resolution was proposed that a 
measure of local option should be intro- 
duced in the next Parliament, and the 
Rev. R. G. McBride, of Dervock, in 
seconding, sald that for almost a century 
the Presbyterian Church had spoken 
against drink, while for the last sixty 
years it had passed resolutions against it, 
but the time had now come for action. 
Thus another resolution was added to the 
lengthened list, probably to join its 
innumerable predecessors in the limbo of 
forgetfulness. Many similar meetings 
have been held recently, and more are 
promised for the immediate future. On 
the rights or wrongs of the problems which 
have. to be faced no opinion is here ex- 
pressed. There are sympathisers on both 
sides who believe that they are serving 
the best interests of the community, but 
such incidents are interesting as evidence 
of the state of feeling throughout the 
province. 


| INTER-STATE COURTESIES. 


A good deal of interest has been created 
up here by the visit of a representative 
deputation of the Presbyterian Church in 
Ireland to the Governor-General of the 
Free State in Dublin during the week-end. 
The address of congratulation which was 
presented to Mr. McNeill reflects the 
opinion of all classes in the North, and 
the good wishes expressed for the peace 
and prosperity of Southern Ireland are 
most cordially endorsed. The references 
to the efforts of the Free State Govern- 
ment in ensuring law and order and pro- 
gress are appreciated as being well- 
deserved tributes to the stability of the 
Southern State, and everyone will join in 
the hope that the people of all sections 
will cultivate a spirit of good-will in their 
relations towards one another: These 
inter-State courtesies can only result in 
good, and a further consideration is that 
they bring before men’s minds the «piri- 
tual unity which binds the people of Ire- 
land together as a whole. There is no 
border for the Churches in this land ; 
there is no border for the arts, professions 
and crafts, and when our rulers recognise 
the evils of restrictions in commerce and 
industry they also should disappear. 
There are also the bonds of friendship and 
family relationships, strongest perhaps ol 
all, and the chain of these can never be 
broken, no matter what politicians may 
say or do. 

Breadth of vision is not confined 
to any particular class, and it is 
being developed in the humbler ranks of 
life. As a Northern clerical leader said 
the other day, let them not be moved by 
any bogey that the peace, prosperity and 
safety of their little State would be 
wrecked somewhere along the dangerous 
border line by that awful South. That is 
the correct spirit to cultivate, and many 
are searching for it. The border difh- 
culties are not all on the one side. At 
the Cavan Circuit Court on Friday, Judge 
Roche, commenting on frontier motor 
restrictions, said that the border was an 
awful nuisance and hoped that it would 
be fixed up in some shape or form. It is 
time that the supreme authorities were 


getting busy. 


THE PETROL PROBLEM. 


The suggestion that the Imperial 
Government may impose a tax on petrol 
in addition to the existing licence on 
horse-power has caused considerable com- 
motion everywhere, apart from the Free 
State which makes its own laws. It would 
naturally apply to Northern Ireland, 
where income tax, Customs, Excise and 
all the principal sources of taxation are 
imposed and collected by the Imperial 
authorities, just as they always were. It 
is stated that considerably over 90 per 
cent. of all taxation in the North is 
imposed by the Imperial Parliament, ony 
a little over eight per cent. being struc 
by the Northern Parliament, and this on 
exactly the same level as the British 
scale. The motor industry in the Six 
Counties has been developed with remark- 
able rapidity in recent years, but it is 
feared that an additional burden would 
injure prospects of further expansion. 
Many people run a light car on a mode- 
rate income and might not be able to 
afford further demands on slender purses. 

The scheme of placing a tax on petrol 
was advocated in the Northern House of 
Commons quite recently when the Roads 
Bill was being discussed, but it was as an 
alternative to the existing method of 
licensing, and as more equitable to the 
users of machines, the idea being that the 
owner who only travelled occasionally 
would have less to pay, while those who 
used the roads constantly would have 
more ‘to contribute towards the construc- 
tion and maintenafice of highways. That 
seemed a reasonable proposition, but, of 
course, it could not be accepted. If a tax 
is im on petrol in the North, and it 
is duty-fres in the South, a new form of 
‘ bootlegging’ may arise which would 
probably lead to undesirable complica- 


tions.

The annual report of the Committee of 
the Queen’s University Unionist Voters’

ment and efficiency, but should also use 
their own personal efforts to demonstrate 
to all that Socialism could only lead to 
destruction. 


THE SOCIALIST PLANT. 


The soil of the Six Counties which are 
under the jurisdiction of the Northern 
Government is not, naturally, suitable for 
the growth of the Swucialist plant; and, 
although it has taken root here and there, 
it would soon wither away if the proper 
remedy were applied. The right thing to 
do is to get at the cause of the trouble, 
and not merely to consider the effect. A 
man’s judgment is warped by misfortune, 
but when fortune smiles all is well. 

The Northerners are intensely loyal at 
heart, and, if the Government could devise 
some really big scheme of relief in agri- 
culture, road-making, the drainage of the 
Bann and other works of utility, the 
widely prevalent discontent and _ resent- 
ment would soon be but unpleasant 
memories, and the hope of the Prime 
Minister would be realised in the 
unbroken ranks of the loyal North.

CHARITABLE BELFAST. 


The Lord Mayor’s Coal Relief Fund, 
which was administered during the winter 
season, was a gratifying success. At a 
meeting a few days ago of the committee 
who assisted Sir William Turner in his 
charitable work, Sir Frederick Money- 
penny, C.V.O., the City Chamberlain, 
submitted the accounts, which showed that 
the large sum of £2,526 had been sub- 
scribed for the purpose. It was further 
stated that for the first time in the 
history of the Coal Fund there had been 
three distributions of fuel this year, sup- 
plied to 10,733 families, every recipient 
getting two bags of coal. Altogether 21,466 
bags were delivered, representing a total

Swine dealers and owners are warned 
that the effect of this Order is to exclude 
store swine from the Dublin Market until 
further notice and to make it illega! to 
hold a sale of swine on any premises in 
the County Borough of Dublin without a 
licence from the Department, which 
licence will be granted only in very excep- 
tional circumstances and subject to 
specific conditions.

It would be 
useless further to adjourn the inquiry for 
Hooper’s attendance, as he still lay in Halton 
Dépot Hospital, suffering from concursion, 
and remembered nothing about the accident.

MONSIGNOR ALGERNON 
CHARLES STANLEY. 


Reuter’s Rome Correspondent says :—The 
death is announced here, at the age of 84, of 
Monsignor Algernon Charles Stanley, titular 
Bishop of Emmaus, who had been resident 
in Rome for many years. He was the fourth 
son of the second Baron Stanley of Alderley. 
Educated at Cambridge, he had held several 
appointments in England. 

Monsignor Redmond, Vice-Rector of the 
English College, nursed Monsignor Stanley 
during the last days of his illness. He spent 
the whole night at the beside, remaining until 
7.30 yesterday morning, when Bishop Stanley 
passed peacefully away. 

With the death of Monsignor Algernon 
Charles Stanley disappears one of most 
typically British ecclesiastics living in Rome, 
who for years before the creation of the 
British Legation to the Vatican had replaced 
the late Monsignor Stonor as a kind of un- 
official representative of Great Britain to the 
Holy See. Born a Protestant, he became an 
Anglican minister, but was received into the 
Roman Catholic Church by Cardinal Munning 
in 1879, and was ordained in Rome in the 
following year. Afterwards he went to 
England as a priest, but returned to Rome in 
1893, when Pope Leo made him, first, Mon- 
signor, and then titular Bishop. 

Monsignor Stanley had heen living here 
ever since, except for a short time just before 
the death of Cardinal Vaughan, when he went 
to London to assist him in his duties as 
Archbishop of Westminster. Pope Pius X. 
appointed him Bishop Assistant to the 
Pontifical Throne. Bishop Stanley also had 


some journalistic experience, having been 
Vatican Correspondent to two ondon 
newspapers. 


VERY REV. CANON BOURKE, 


The death has occurred in a private nursing 
home in Dublin of the Very Rev. P. Canon 
Bourke Parish Priest of Clarecastle, after 
a brief illness. For the past twenty-one Fe 
Canon Bourke had been parish priest of the 
united parishes of Clarecastle and Ballyea, and 
during that time he endeared himself to the 
people of the district. Canon Bourke was 
born at Clonlara just seventy years ago. He 
was educated at St. Flannan’s College, and, 
after his ordination at Maynooth, was ap- 
pointed a Professor of Classics in his old col- 
lege, of which he became President in 1897. 
Ten years later he-was appointed Parish Priest 
of Clarecastle, which was his first and only 
parish.

The Opium Committee of the League of 
Nations was occupied the whole of this morn. 
ing with the question of the illicit traffic in 
drugs. The sitting this morning was pri. 
vate, but there was a public sitting this 
afternoon, at which Sir Malcolm Delevingne, 
the British delegate, made a clear and jn. 
teresting statement, summing ap the ) 
cussion of the Committee. He said 
there had been no change in the position 
regards illicit traffic in raw opium since the 
last session of the Committee. The expor 
from Persia was unabated, and the smugy|i:,- 
of Chinese opium continued. There was , 
remedy in sight until some order was & 
lished in China. 

As regards illicit traffic in drugs, Sir Ma! 
colm associated himself with Signor Cava; 
zoni in believing that the limitation of many 
facture was the only final solution. He addo,j 
that this had always been the view of 
British Government. Sir Malcolm paid 
tribute to the action of the Dutch authoritjos 
in the matter of the drug traffic. and the 
withdrawal of their licence from a Dutch 
firm that had persisted in the traffic. There 
was still a large traffic to the United States 
and Canada, while the Eastern Mediterranean 
countries — particularly Greece — imported 
more than their legal requirements. 

The situation in the Eastern Mediterranean 
however, was not to be compared with that in 
the Far East 

Finally, Sir Malcolm Delevingne submitted 
a number of interesting suggestions for the 
curbing of the drug traffic. They included 
closer co-operation with the South American 
States, and prompt communication of news 
of all seizures to the Governments concerned. 
The Committee agreed with Sir Mal- 
colm’s summary. They also, on his pro- 
posal, agreed, by six votes to one, to re 
gard as inadmiesible the Swedish reservation 
concerning latitude for chemists in Sweden 
in the matter of drug prescriptions, Accept- 
ance of the reservation was made a condition 
by Sweden of her ratification of the Geneva 
Opium Convention. 

Mr. Sato (Japan) suggested that Afghanis- 
tan should be asked to co-operate in the con- 
trol of the opium traffic.

AFRICAN RAILWAY 
TENDERS. 


WHY THEY WENT TO THE 
CONTINENT. 


Mr. C. W. Malan, South African Minister 
of Railways, who has arrived at Southampton 
on his way to Lisbon, interviewed by a 
Reuter’s Agency representative, referred t 

the criticisms which had been passed on the 
bo of South African tenders on the 
;ontinent. 

He pointed out that when the tenders re- 
cently calied for came to be considered it wa, 
found that on a £1,000,000 order British 
tenders were a quarter of a million higher 
than those of the Continent, giving the neces. 
sary quality and rary | guarantee. It was 
decided to give British firms a further pppor- 
vnity of tendering, and the order for thirty. 
rine locomotives was withheld. As a result 
of the fresh tenders, an order for twenty-nine 
went to the North British Company and the 
remainder to an Italian company. 

Mr. Malan added that wherever possible, 
consistent with price, delivery and quality) 
British firms would always receive considera- 
tion, It gave him more pleasure to place an 
order in Great Britain, as he recognised that 
half the white population of South Africa 
were bound to Britain by sentimental, ties. 
Then there was a large business connection 
between Great Britain and uth Africa. 
There was every reason for South Africa to 
give opportunity to British firms. 

The argument had also been used that 
South Africa came to Britain for loans, but 
he did not attach too much importance to 
that argument. It was a matter of mutual 
benefit to place loans in Great Britain, 
although he did not suggest going outside 
London, where South Africa had always been 
well and fairly treated.

under the notice of the Court. The Chairman 
oí the Tribunal has on more than one occasion 
c\pressed his appreciation of the help and 
assistance given by the traders’ representa- 
tives; and the Comittee was of opinion that 
the Minister must have been incorrectly re- 
ported in the statement in the Press that the 
traders : had not done their duty before the 
‘Ty ibuna - 

‘Conferences have been held at various 
times at the suggestion of the traders, at 
vhich agreement to a great extent was ob- 
tained, resulting in expediting the work of 
The Minister has always been re- 
presented at such conferences. 

‘ As to standard charges, the matter which 
is at present before the Court, the Committee 
can point to the fact that the sum which the 
railways company contended should be raised

Benham's statement to the detective was 
then read. In it he described a number cf 
fires that had taken place in the house. 

In the course of a further statement, he 
said: ‘‘ It was thought it was the housemaid, 
Annie, who was making all this mystery. 
However, I did not, nor did any of the 
staff, agree with this. It then struck me 
that I could clear her, and I did it in the 
following way. I went up to the boudoir 
and with a small oxidised tongs took a piece 
of coal which was burning and placed it 
beneath the divan. I wish it to be known 
that I did not wish to do any damage, so 
I called the butler at once and said there was 
a smell of burning in the boudoir. We both 
searched with the assistance of Miss Hunt, 
the lady's maid. Some smoke was coming 
from beneath the divan Mr. Root, the 
butler, pulled the divan away and discovered 
the piece of coal where I had placed it.” 

Sergeant Harrison said that four or five 
fires had occurred on different days, and the 
damage amounted to about £100. 

Mr. Bethell said. that Benham was an ex- 
cellent servant, and he did not wish him to 
go to prison. If his story was true he ought 
to be examined by a doctor. 

Benham was remanded for a week for 
medical examination.

PROPOSAL DEFEATED AT 
SCOTTISH CONGRESS. 


The Scottish Trade Union Congress, at its 
concluding sitting at Perth last Saturday, 
heavily defeated a proposal that there should 
be one trade union International. 

The resolution, which was moved by Mr. 
Sinclair Reid, of the Edinburgh and Districts 
Trades and Labour Council, expressed the 
opinion that the continued, existence of two 
separate trade union Internationals was a 
source of weakness to the trade union move- 
ment in its world-wide struggle against the 
lowering of wages, the lengthening of hours, 
and the menace of war. It vested the 
British Trades Union Congress, through the 
General Council, in conjunction with tle 
Russian trade union movement and any other 
national trade union centre which favoured 
the promotion of one body, to convene a 
conference of the world trade union move- 
ment to discuss and take the necessary steps 
towards the formation of one ‘trade ‘union 
International. i ; 

Mr, J. Strain, Glasgow, seconding, said 
that there were manifestations of efforts of 
British Imperialism to smash the workers in 
Russia, and to prevent any extension of the 
workers’ movement. 

“T trust,”’ eaid Mr. C. N. Gallie, Glasgow, 
of the Railway Clerks’ Association, ‘* that 
you will not be persuaded to pass this resolu- 
tion without very careful thought and mature 

udgment. (Hear, hear.) Those people in 
Rucia who are asking for unity . sent the 
most impertinent telegram to the Trades 
Congress at Bournemouth. It was paid no 
attention to. (Cheers. In an interview, 
Trotsky has castigated every man on the 
i itish.. Trades. Union Council, notwithstand- 
ing their efforts, and he sent a telegram last 
year saying that ‘the same corru 
of capitalism placed themselves before the 
interests of the working classes.’

A TWO-YEAR-OLD RESOLUTION.
